Raytheon Asks Caution 


On Service Extensions 


The Raytheon Company in a 
letter to Chairman Philip K. Allen 
of the board of selectmen, has 
urged caution on the part of voters 
at town meeting Saturday in the 
matter of sewer extension to the 
west of the town. 

The company said that affirma=- 
tive action in providing for sewer 
extension should not be predicated 
on the assumption that Raytheon 
will build a new plant in the West 
Andover Industrial area, 


The letter, signed by Joseph 
Glasser, Raytheon’s Andover plant 
manager, pointed out that the com- 
pany is evaluating the need for 
expanded manufacturing capacity 
and that no decision has been 
made as to whether or not addi- 
tional capacity is needed. Glasser 
expressed the belief that a vote 
on the matter at this time, if 
based on anticipated Raytheon ac- 
tion, would be premature, 


The text of the letter follows: 
While we appreciate the interest 
of the people of Andover in Ray= 
theon’s consideration of expanded 
facilities in this area, we must in 
all fairness to Andover voters point 
out that a decision at the Annual 
Town Meeting March 9 regarding 


investment in the extension of 
sanitation facilities to the west 
side of town should not be pre=- 
dicated upon the assumption that 
Raytheon will build a plant in that 
area, 

As we indicated in statements to 
the Lawrence and Andover news= 
papers on r 12 and 
February 20, we are evaluating 
the present and future work loads 
at our Andover plant to determine 
our needs for manufacturing capa- 
city. Whether or not we will need 
expanded facilities depends on 
future developments of present 
government contracts. The evalua= 
tion process will continue, No deci- 
sion has been made. We feel, 
therefore, that a vote on this 
matter at this time, if based upon 
anticipated Raytheon action, would 
be premature. 

Concurrent with our evaluation, 
we are studying several possible 
locations in communities in this 
general] area, If and when a decision 
is made to construct a plant, and 
if an Andover site were selected, 
an appeal would at that time be 
made to the voters of Andover for 
consideration at a special Town 
Meeting of needs for water, sanita- 
tion or other facilities at the site,

The sum of $26,100 still 
separates the School Committee 
budget from Finance Committee 
approval, but the Schoolmen 
planned to try to resolve the dif- 
ference with scissors at a meeting 
tonight.

Policy 
Requested 


Town Manager Richard J. Bowen, 
last week, advised the Select- 
men that the town’s fire depart- 
ment ambulance is now back in 
service after having been under 
repair for some weeks. 

He said that while the ambulance 
was up for repairs, police cruisers 
were used instead, He said that 
while the vehicles worked out very 
well, there were times when resi- 
dents refused to ride in the police 
cars, 

The manager said that he felt 
the ambulance should be used for 
emergencies, when the run was 
being made as a matter of life or 
death, 

He said the ambulance has been 
used as a means of transportation 
betweens homes; hospitals and 
nursing homes, adding that this 
service is free to residents of the 
a0. while outsiders pay a fee of 

0. 

The manager said that if the 
ambulance is on a removal errand 
and an emergency arises, the 
police cruisers are sent to the 
scene. He pointed out that under 
such conditions, four men, two in 
each vehicle and two public safety 
cars are tied up. He said he felt 
this was a waste of manpower. 

Bowen said the town plans to 
replace its present ambulance next 
year. He advised against keeping 
it as a second ambulance, sug- 


gesting that there should only be © \

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Editorial Comment 


The FinCom Report 


In its annual report, the Andover Finance Committee 
predicts a sizeable increase in this year’s tax rate. The 
figure mentioned is higher than that forecast by Town 
Manager Richard J. Bowen although the FinCom recommen- 
dations are lower in cost than the manager’s requests. 

The Finance Committee expresses the opinion that 
building costs in the town have been excessive. The 
report states: 

‘Your Finance Committee would like to comment on the 
cost of our public buildings; we feel that it has become 
excessive in view of experiences with the new high 
school, the Bancroft School and the indicated cost of the 
proposed Public Safety facility. It is our feeling that the 
average taxpayer is proud of the town and willing to pay 
his or her share of the cost of good education and good 
public services. With an indicated increase of about $15 
in the tax rate this year and no indications of tax rate 
reductions in 1969, it is apparant that we are approaching, 
or have already exceeded, the ability of many taxpayers 
to afford to live in Andover. We strongly recommend that a 
permanent Building committee of qualified and experienced 
persons be appointed to assure the best use of our funds 
in any future construction.’’ 

One way in which the FinCom hopes to ease the burden 
of this year’s tax hike is through the use of $845,000 of 
the $1,118,103 reserve or ‘‘free cash’’ which the town had 
on hand on Jan. 1. 

This figure is much higher than the $700,000 which the 
town manager recommends be used to cushion the tax 
increase. 

There are a number of other areas in which the voters at 


town meeting will have to decide whose recommendation 
they will accept. 

Under Article 18 which seeks funds to fence the play: 
areas at the new Andover High School, the manager and 
the selectmen are in favor of spending $45,000 on this 
project. Not so the Finance Committee. ‘‘There is no 
urgency and this can be postponed until a later date,’’ is 
the brief comment of the FinCom on this problem. 

While the manager and selectmen favor acquisition of 
the Playhouse property on Essex Street by the town, the 
Finance Committee has twa references in its report to this 
proposal. : 

‘(| . , this committee is also concerned with the Town’s 
commercial growth which is closely tied to parking and 
similar considerations. In recommending your disapproval 
of Article 21 relating to the Resnik property, we feel that 
insufficient planning has been devoted to this particular 
area and to possible alternatives,’’ is the reference made 
in the body of the FinCom report to the Playhouse proposi- 
tion. 

Again in recommending disapproval, the committee 
states: ‘‘The need is not commensurate with the indicated 
cost which the Town cannot afford at this time.”’ 

These are some of the examples of the differences of 
opinion among the town officers on this year’s warrant 
articles. There are others, and there aré many instances 
of agreement. 

The final say will be up to the voters Saturday. By that 
time they will have had a chance to examine the FinCom 
report and will be prepared to listen to the pros and cons 
of the various articles as they are presented for action. 


Town Meeting Day 


With the balloting election over, Andover now turns its 
attention to the annual town meeting and the appropriation 
of money to provide necessary services during the year. 

There are other ‘non-money’ items in the warrant, some 
dealing with zoning, some with conservation and some 
with policy making. 

The money items are real important this year because 
there is going to be a tax increase. How much depends on 
the actions of the voters assembled at Memorial 
Auditorium Saturday. 

The meeting will open at 9:30 a.m. and will run all day. 

There are some 69 articles in the regular warrant to be 
passed on. When this chore has been completed, the re- 


gular meeting will be followed by a special town meeting, 
the warrant for which contains 10 articles. & 

The task before the voters is not an easy one. There is 
bound to be a lot of debate on the issues during the ses- 
sions and these will be time-consuming. It may be that all 
of the business cannot be accomplished at one sitting and 
the meeting may adjourn Saturday to another day or 
evening. 

At any rate, Saturday is the day when the deliberations 
begin and it behooves all who want to keep taxes down to 
be on hand. And they should continue to be on hand until 
all of the business of the annual meeting has been 
finished. 


Conservation Articles 


Win League’s Support 


Having studied the 1968 Town 
Meeting Warrant, The League of 
Women Voters urges the passage 
of all conservation articles, The 
League believes that a program of 
land acquisition for conservation 
purposes is necessary for An= 
dover, not only to preserve the 
character of the town, but even 
more important, to protect our 
natural resources for future gene=- 
rations, It is hoped that anexplana- 
tion of these articles will be helpful 
to the voter. 

As money was appropriated at 
last year’s town meeting, none of 
these articles require additional 
funds, according to the league, 

Article 45: The intent of this 
article is to transfer $3,500, which 
the state has reimbursed the town 
for a former purchase, from avail- 
able funds to the Conservation 
Commission to be used in future 
land purchases, 

Article 48: This piece of land 
comprises about 60 acres running 
between Rte, 495, Haggett’s Pond, 
and Fish Brook, In the Compre= 
hensive Plan of July, 1965, it was 
recommended that the town buy 
land in this area for recreation 
as well as protection of the town’s 
water supply. A ‘tyes’® vote will 
allow the Conservation Commis~ 
sion to purchase this land, 

Article 49; This article requests 
authorization to enter into negotia= 
tion to purchase the back land of 
a farm which fronts on Chandler 
Rd, The owners are willing to sell 
this parcel of land, which would 


protect the Fish Brook Basin and 
assure recreation land for the 
residents of the area. 

Article 51; A **yes*® vote onthis 
article would give the Conserva= 
tion Commission the right to pur= 
chase. an 8 acre parcel of land 
adjoining Hussey’s Pond and Brook

domain if necessary. This is the 
last piece of good recreation land 
in the entire Shawsheen area not 
planned for development. A 
Federal Soil Conservation Service 
survey has indicated that the brook 
could probably be dammed to 
develop a good swimming pond in 
the area, 

The League also strongly sup- 
ports the passage of Article 6 in 
the Special Warrant for theGreater 
Lawrence Sanitary District. The 
League has a long history in sup- 
port of anti-pollution measures 
and has worked consistently for 
these goals, 

The regional approach set forth 
in Article 6 is the most econo= 
mical as well as the most effec= 
tive method available. Control of 
the region will rest in localhands, 
With the special provision re- 
quiring a 2/3 vote with at least 
one vote from each of the three 
member communities for in- 
curring bonded indebtedness, 
capital spending in excess of 
$100,000, removal of the director, 
and initiating eminent domain pro= 
ceedings, Andover’s interests will 
be well protected, according to the 
league. 


In addition, since the proposed 
plan meets all the requirements 
for maximum state and national 
aid, the cost to the member com= 
munities will be held to a minimum, 
The League also feels that a re=- 
gional facility will be of sufficient 
size to warrant the hiring of quali- 
fied operating, personnel,

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 
The two articles #24 and #25 in 
the Town Meeting Warrant, total- 
ing almost four million dollars, for 
sewerage of the West Andover In- 
dustrial Zone, must come as quite 
a shock after we just authorized one 
million for the Lowell Junction 
Area, Fortunately, only the 
smaller article, #24, for 
$1,581,000 will come up. 

Both articles provide identical 
sewers for the same area, on both 
sides of Highway 93, but they 
differ in the route which the mains 
take from there: #24 runs the 
main (called an interceptor by the 
engineers) along the river to con- 
nect with the Lawrence system 


near the dam, while #25 proposes. 


a round=about route up North Street 
and down along Hussey’s Brook, 
We can now forget about this exe 
pensive routing which would have 
been necessary if the Greater Law- 
rence communities had not agreed 
on a joint sanitary district, The 
latter agreement still requires 
Town Meeting confirmation 
through an affirmative vote on 
article #6 of the supplementary 
Warrant, 

The interceptor from the An- 
dover Town line to the Lawrence 
Dam has been designed to benefit 
the adjacent South Lawrence In- 
dustrial Area too, without overe 
taxing the Lawrence system, and 
has received the backing of the 
Lawrence Industrial Commission; 
it is expected that negotiations with 
Lawrence on this item can besuc- 
cessfully completed. 

When the Lowell Junction im- 
provements came before the 
special Town Meeting last August, 
the Selectmen assured the Town 
that no expenditures would actually 
be made until Gillette was unaltere 
ably committed to construction, 
The situation in West Andover is 
similar; Raytheon will consider a 
new plant here IF Town Meeting 
votes the money for sewers, and 
only IF and When Raytheon come 
mits itself definitely, the money 
will be spent. 

Is it wise to spend the money? 
The bond issue proposed inarticle 
#24 would cost the Town a total of 
two and a quarter million dollars 
over twenty years, including ine 
terest; a five-million-dollar plant 
would produce three million 
dollars in taxes over the same 
period, a steady tax rate of 
$30/1000. The five million figure 
has been arbitrarily chosen as a 
conservative illustration: the old 
Shawsheen Mill in which Raytheon 
operates now is assessed at more 
than five million, and it stands to 
reason that a modern plant would 
cost considerably more. The Town 
surely would make money on this 
investment, ; 

In addition to the proposed Ray= 
theon area, located west of 93 and 
south of River Road, the new sewer 
would also serve several hundred 
acres of industrial land between 
River Road and the river, without 
another penny spent, and would 
certainly invite substantial devel- 
opment in that zone, And in line 
with their customary far-sighted 


engineering, Camp, Dresser and: 


McKee have designed the system 
so as to take in most of the West 
Andover residential land north of 
Route 495 if future voters some 
day see the need for sewering that 
area and consider the expenditure 
worthwhile, 

A vote for article #24 now is a 
unique opportunity to broaden the 
Town’s tax base, to stimulate ine 
dustrial growth and to facilitate 
sanitation for a large residential 
area in the future.

Industrial Bonding 
Town Meeting Matter 


Wolf Berthold, chairman of the 
Andover Development and Indus- 
trial Commission has the support 
of the selectmen in sealing the 
passage of a town meeting article 
which will establish a municipal 
Industrial Development Financing, 
Authority in Andover. 

The action will come under 
Article 30 of the warrant, which 
calls for the acceptance of Chapter 
172 of the Acts of 1967. 


This statute empowers cities 
and towns to issue municipal bonds 
to finance construction of manu- 
facturing plants for leasing to 
private companies, Under the tax 
laws, this method of financing 
offers several pecuniary ad- 
vantages to industry. The first 
municipal industrial bonds were 
issued in 1936 by the town of 
Durant, located on the Big Black 
River in the heart of Mississippi, 
for the construction of a factory 
for the Realsilk Hosiery Mills, 
Bonds of this kind were then issued 
in other southern states trying to 
lure industry away fromthe North; 
and eventually, in self-defense, 
northern states amended their con= 
stitutions where necessary and 
passed laws to enable public bodies 
to issue industrial bonds. 

As one of the last states, Mas- 
sachusetts amended its constitu- 
tion- in 1966. On Dec. 6, 1967, 
Governor Volpe signed the statute 
which establishes machinery for 
implementation and, on Jan. 22, 
1968 swore in the State Industrial 
Finance Board which will super- 
vise and co-ordinate the activities 
of the local Authorities, With the 
approval of the City Council or 
Selectmen and of the State Board, 
the local Authority may issue 
revenue bonds which are not in=
